3. The night of 30-31 October, five other iaine sweepers entered the harbor and the 
Gernan-type vessel departed. The rusty condition of the hulls of the new arrivals 
indicatec that they hac been on maneuvers for a considerable length of tine, 

So far as could be ascertained, the crews were Soviet Sailors, 


h. On 1 Novenber at 11:30 A.M., near the Jegetonne Suey Humber Five, on the turn 
off to Arcona, tivo Soviet submarines 3(2) a destroyer or large torpedo boat, and 
tyro black mine Sweepers were seen, There was a heavy haze so that the types 
anc cetails could not be made out. Fishernen clearing the port of Sassnitz are 
warned against approaching close to such vessels,
